PROVO — The new city hall 
rises in one of Provo's historic 
neighborhoods. Its west wing 
stands on the site of the old 
Central School, the city’s first 
secondary public school, 


The east side of the block is 
where Provo High School, 
built in the early 1920's, stood, 
The north side of the block 
was lined with some of the 
town’s old business firms, a 
ladies’ millinery store, a sec- 
ond hand market, a pioneer 
steam laundry and others. 


Old Provo High School 
faced onto Third West, for- 
merly known as Depot Street, 
one of Provo’s main business 
streets when everything and 
everybody arrived by train. 


On the east side of Depot 
Street between Center Street 
and First South remains an 
old building which is a neigh- 
bor of new city hall. It is the 
pioneer candy factory estab- 
lished here in 1875 by William 
Dow Startup, who brought his 
candy-making tools with him 
from England and established 
an important Utah industry.
